thirty per cent, of the world's produc- 
tion of, coal IB mined iu the United 
States, and more than one-half the 
total production of this country 
Is 


mined In the single state of Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1898 the United States pro- 
duced but 14.33 per cent, of the world's 
total, and Great Britain's output was 
more than 3.0 times that of this coun- 
try aud more than half the world's 
total. The expansion of our coal min- 
ing Industry Is still going on. The re- 
port of the Geological Survey on coal 
production iu the United Stales in 180M, 
to b«» Issued shortly, shows that there 
were mined 218.974,007 short tons, an 
increase of nearly 10 per cent, or about 
20,000,000 tons over the production of 
1807. This product was worth at the 
mines $208,000,850. an increase of $0,- 
131.072. All of the increase in value 
and nearly all the increase in tonnage 
was in the production of bituminous 
coal, the anthracite mining industry 
bavins remained practically stationary. 
The world'K production of coal is es- 
timated 
at

tons 


annually, to which Great Britain in 
1808 contributed 22G..101,0.r>S short tons 
and Germany 144.283.19n. The United 
States thus ranks second at a conl pro- 
ducing country. 


Thirty states contrlbul jl to Ihe conl 


product of the United States in 1808. 
Among these Pennsylvania stands first, 
her average of the total production for 
twenty years being r>5 per cent. Next 
In Importance to Pennsylvania is Il- 
linois, whose product in 1808 was 
about 0 per cent of tho tot-il, while 
West Virginia, third in importance, 
contributed about 8 per cent, of the 
total. Ohio, fourth, produced about 7 
per cent. Next come* .Alabama, with 
a contribuTTon equivalent to about 3 
per cent, of the total. It will lx> ob- 
served that all of these five lending 
states are east of the Mlssippi River, 
and all but one, Illinois, arc included in 
the Appalachain system. Among the 
statos west of tlie Mississippi Hiver, 
Iowa stands first in tonnage mined. 
Tndiana, however. In the central field, 
aud Maryland, in the Appalachian, 
were both larger producers in 1898 
than Iowa. While Iowa leads in Hie 
production west of Ilic Mississippi 
Hiver It stood eighfh among all the 
conl producing states. Colorado is the 
ninth. 


The Increasing output of bituminous 


coal and the lessened cost of mining it, 
due to the use of machines, lias 
brought about a continuous fall in the 
price of that proHuct at the mines, arid 
lias also compelled a reduction in the 
price of anthracite. Nearly tho ejitire 
increase in coal production In 1808 may 
he credited to the bituminous industry, 
tho production of anthracite showing 
an increase of but 088,301 long tons, 
and the product being worth to the 
producers S3.887.417 loss

"For the first time in ten years," gays 


the report of the Geological Survey, 
"the demand for bituminous coal was 
tip to th supply, while at not infre- 
quent times during the year operators 
experienced difficulty In filling their 
orders. In spite of this fact, however, 
the average price declined 1 cent per 
ton. This is not much in itself, but 
is the sixth consecutive year in which 
the price has declined and the eleventh 
since there has been an advance. In 
1887 the general average price at the 
mines was .$1.12. In the next two 
years It was if.l, and 00 cents for the 
next three years. It then declined 
steadily, first to 00 cents, aud finally 
in 1808 to 80 cents." 


This continuous fall in prices con- 


trasts strongly with the conditions in 
the anthracite industry, operators, by 
harmonious active and the restriction 
of production in 189G aud ISO*, were 
able to uphold prices, so that tlie aver- 
age value per long ton at the mines for 
all marketable sixes was #l.sr> for both 
years, as against $1.72 in 1S03. The 
prices in 1807 and 1898 did not yield 
abnormal or unreasonable profits to the 
producers, but they were higher than 
those realized In 1895, and consumers 
are much more unfa\ orably impressed 
by a rise in the price of their fuel than 
they are favorably impressed by a de- 
cline. Consequently many large users 
of coal for steam raising turned to 
bituminous coal or mixtures of bitum- 
inous nnd 
small 
anthracite, while 


housekeepers, particularly in the sum- 
mer season, have been led to fhe in- 
creased consumption of gas or coke ft r 
cooking purposes. The anthracite in- 
terests found therefore that in restrict- 
ing production In order to mainta'n 
prices nt a profitable figure they were 
ilso restricting their ntarket and giving 
advantage to their adversaries, the pro- 
ducers and carriers of bituminous conl. 
In the face of sneh conditions the an- 
thracite producers were compelled to 
reduce their 'prices or see the market 
for their product still further curtailed 
An average decline of about 10 cents 
per ton ruled the prices for 1898 as

MAltre Laborl force* General Gonse 


Into an Important Admission— 
Believed That tlie Famous Bor» 
dert-au Was the Handiwork ot 
Colonel Esterhazy. 
Iteunee, Sept. 4.—Elation Is the only 


word that expresses the feelings of the 
Dreyfusanls after the last two days' 
proceeding". The tide has turned at 
last, they sny, aud Dreyfus cannot be 
condemned after tho latest evidence 
has been considered. 


Tho spirits of the Dreyfusards are 


rnercurious. Every day since the open- 
ing of the tri.il has seen them rise or 
fall, and recently they have been fall- 
ing heavilj, the close of the morning 
sessions generally rinding them iu anx- 
ious conversation, accompanied bj 
ominous shaking of their heads. The 
buoyancy now, therefore, is all the 
more noteworthy. They assert that 
the verdict has been put beyond doubt 
and the judges must acquit Dreyfus. 


Major Hartmann of the artillery oc- 


cupied nearly half a session with the 
conclusion of his expert evidence to the 
effect that Dreyfus, as an artillery of- 
fleer, would not have displayed such 
ignorance regarding guns and brakes 
a.s was shown in the bordereau, while 
the other subjects of the bordereau 
were matters upon which any officer 
could inform himself. 


M. Ilavet, a member of the Institute, 


then entered upon the grammatical 
aspect of the bordereau, and in vigor- 
ous but elegant language, devoted him- 
self to showing that the construction 
of the bordereau bristled with stiong 
nnd. 
in his opinion, conelnshe marks 


of Esterhazy's handiwork, while the 
phraseology bore no resemblance to 
Drevfus's style. 


The next stage of tlie proceedings 


wa<i the loading of the Gonso-Picnnart 
correspondence exchanged at the time 
Colonel 1'icquart suspected Esterhazy 
nnd wanted General Gonso to probe 
the matter to tlio bottom. This brought 
Ma it re Labor! to the front, and in a 
series of questions lie- brought out 
'barplv before the court tlie machina- 
tions of which Colonel PR-quart was 
the victim from the moment he showed 
a desire to thoioughly sift tho'matter. 
Ma it re Labor! for the first time got 
General Gonse to admit that ho order- 
"d the tampering with Picquart's let- 
ters in order, ns he «aid, to ascertain 
Picquart's doings while lie was Chief 
of tho Intelligence Huron n. 


Then came M. Dos Fond Lamothe, a 


probationer contemporaneously 
with 


Drevfus, who is now a civil engineer 
nnd so has no reason to fear the wrath 
nf the military clique. The witness 
opened by declaring that, despite the 
fact that lie had a in-other in the gar- 
rison at TJi'iines. he came to tell what 
he know in favor of Dreyfu«. and ho 
proceeded to make a statement which, 
loronling to tho Dreyfusnrds. pr.ictic.il- 
ly decides the case. First be recalled 
(be fact that a circular was sent to tlie 
probationers on May 1-4. 1894. inform 
Inir them that they must not go to the 
manoeuvres, thus showing that tlie 
man who wrote tho bordereau in Au- 
gust and said "I am going to tlie ma- 
noeuvres" could not be Dreyfus. 


The witness then pointed out that 


none of tlio Ministers, who. lio believed 
acted in good faith, were informed of 
the existence of this circular, "which." 
lie- declared, "I consider n vital point in 
Hie ease. 


"This circular," ho continued, "shat- 


lers the prosecution, because after May 
IT Dreyfus could not say 'I am going 
to the manoeuvres.' for then he know 
ho would not go: while prior to May 17 
he could not have known the five docu- 
ments comprised in the bordereau." 


M. Dos Fond Lamotho then brought 


•>ut another strong point. Alluding to 
the modifications of the disposition 
concerning the troops, he said the 
writer of tlie bordereau used the term 
•'new plan." 


"Xow," said the witness, "it has been 


impressed upon you that on October 
!."> a circular was sent out from the 
War Ministry containing those very 
n-ords. and that, therefore, tlie writer 
:>f the bordereau must have been an 
Dfficer of tho Ministry. But one thing 
has struck me: Who sent out that 
Micnlar?" It was tho third bureau, the 
•»bief of which was Lieutenant Colonel 
Dn Pity de Clam, who had the bor- 
dereau in In's hands for the previous 
twenty days." 


This practically ended the session, 


which was one of the most interesting 
*nd undeniably tlio most favorable to 
Dreyfus yet hold. Tho military wit- 
nesses followed tlie evidence with all 
their eyes and oars, exchanging con- 
fldnces. which, judging from the ex- 
pression on their faces, evidently were 
far from nsreeable.

AMERICAN LUMBRR ^^ 


The Demand for All Grades Is Enor- 


mous and Increasing;. 


In the fiscal year of 188G the exports 


of forestry products, of which lumber 
was, of course, the chief item, amount- 
ed to £>0,000,<X)0. In 18'JT this had 
risen to $-10,000.000 and from present 
indications th^ export will exceed this 
year $50.000,4)00. Lumber dealers every- 
where throughout the country report 
that the demand for all grades of lum- 
ber is greater than at any time in the 
recent years. Yards are running night 
smd day, with two shifts of laborers. 
loading and unloading. Every sort of 
n seaworthy ves«el that can be hired 
or bought has been pressed into ser- 
vice by the lumbermen on The great 
lakes, and ocean shipments of lumber 
from southern parts are enormous. 


Exclusive of furniture, 
the value 


of which is an inconsiderable item in 
•Vmerica export commerce, the chief 
shipments of American lumber are to 
England and Canada, and of timber 
sawed and hewn, to Enchind and (Ger- 
many. Information ha.s reached Wash- 
ington that the Canadian lumbermen 
art- urging the propriety of putting a 
tax on lumber coming from the I'nited 
States into Canada. Amencan logs and 
lumber are now admitted free. On the 
average 30,000,000 feet of loss are cut 
In Minnesota and Wisconsin every year 
and re shipped to Winnipeg. The lum- 
bermen of western Ontario and eastern 
British Columbia say that under the 
Dingley law lumber is taxed $2 per 
thousand feet upon entering the Tinted 
States and They ask the Dominion Par- 
liament to levy a similar duty on Amer- 
can lumber entering Canada. The ex- 
ports of Canadian lumber to the T'nited 
States during the iisc-il year of 1S!>7 !iS 
n mounted to nearly $10.000.(!00, indud 
ing logs aud pulp wood. Canada im- 
ported 
American lumber 
(including 


logs) last year to the \aluc of about 
one-quarter as much. 


The chief cause, however, of the en- 


larged American lumber market and of 
(he increased prices for American for- 
pstry products does not niise from the 
extensive trade between this country 
and Canada, but for the in<Tei«e<l local 
flemand for American lumber for build- 
ing purposes. There has been a eivat 
boom in bnildins operations through- 
out the Fnitetl Srales during the first 
six months of 1890. as compared with 
the first six months of IS'JS. The rate 
of increase is fully r>:? per cent. 
The 


cities showing n large increase are Xew 
York. Cleveland. Kansas. Boston. Xew 
Orleans and Toledo. Washington. Mil- 
waukee, Chicago and Minneapolis show 
n large but a lesser proportion of in- 
crease, and the only American cities 
which, to July 1. fell off m the building 
record of a year were Philadelphia and 
Louisville. 


It is estimated that $200.AOO.tHin was 


expended in building operations 5n 
American cities in the first six months 
of 180ft. a considerable item of such 
expense being for lumber. The wood 
now shipped from the South Atlantic 
states—-Virgina. North Carolina and 
Georgia—supplies many American re- 
quirements in building nnd finds, too, a 
ready sale abroad. 
Among commercial men. it is said 


generally that, iron exempted, lumber is 
the best business barometer. Bridges, 
trestles, cars and houses are built in 
•.rood times. With the improvement in 
business there is an immediate demand 
for lumber, and it need be no cause for 
surprise that the American lumber 
market is booming.—Xew York Sun.

THE HISTORY OF THE ONE DAY SET 


APART FOR UNIONISTa 
j 


Why the People of the United States' 


Set a Day In Kaeh Year Apart 
For Game*, Parades etc., For the 
Laboring Classes. 
' 


September 4th Is the day that labor 


shows her hand, a day set apart as a 
National holidny, when every man and 
womau whose union propeusifles are, 
of such ft character as to admit of their 
being ideutttied with some one of the 
many labor organization*, can lay 
down their tools and devote their time 
and their energies to social enjoyment 
nud the betterment of their couditioo 
ill general life. 
It is a holiday, that, compared with 


other holidays of a national character. 
Is still in its Infancy, but is one that 
lias iirowii in importance and public 
favor since Its inception, from one on. 
Mhich si liule handful of men and wo- 
men would gather on some fairground 
or in some public park for the annual 
celebration, to be second to no other 
national holiday of the year with the 
possible exception of Christmas and 
the Fourth of .Inly. To be sure, with 
these annual labor celebrations there 
is no a rand display of fireworks, tiring 
of salutes or other powder-burning 
demonstrations of a noisy nature, but 
those who originated the day and those 
who work for the success of the peace- 
ful demonstrations in the various cities 
and towns from Maine to California 
and from the head waters of the Miss- 
issippi to the Cult" of Mexico, are as 
patriotic and as loyal to their country 
and to the stars and stripes that have 
waived in triumph over American free- 
dom for more tlrin a century, as those, 
•uho formulated the Declaration of In- 
dependence and those who take a par- 
ticular pride in reading and referring 
to it. 


The day was originated by union 


men and the colebr.itions are always 
carried out under the auspices of the 
variou« labor unions, find the parades, 
athlectlc games, etc., that form a patt 
ot the <lay's evrcis-t-s are participated 
in only by tho«c who wear the union 
badge. A considerable portion of the 
expense incurred in carrying out the 
day's festivities is paid by popular sub- 
scription, and in articles of value do- 
nated by individuals, linns and cor- 
porations1 who are enthusiastic sup- 
porteis of the cause ol labor and recog- 
nize the all important fact that labor 
is the agency through which all things 
are accomplished, wealth is accumu- 
lated and a nation's greatness is main- 
tained. 


In the early life of Labor Day a great 


many people labored under a very 
much mistaken idea of its objects, 
thinking that it w;is n. day set apart 
once in each ypnr for the purpose of 
harrangulni; employers, inciting riots, 
piomoting strikes, and for the general 
airing of real or fancied grievances.

Seeking Ammunition. 


Mexico City, Sept. 4.—Three emis- 


saries of the hostile Indians in the 
southern part of Yucatan have appear- 
ed in towns In the Itritish colony of 
Belize, pretending to wish to purchase 
cloM). but it is believed they are trying 
to obtain arms and ammunition, the 
sale of which to Indians is prohibited 
by the colonial authorities. The In- 
dians say they want nothing of the 
Mexicans, and will not pay taxes on 
aguardiente and silver products. 


Many Indians who were tired of 


fighting the Mexico troops want ponce 
and have deserted the hostlles and dis- 
persed thiotiwh the Guatemalan Pro- 
vince of Pelen. The luc-tJles have been 
reinforced by large numbers of escaped 
persons or servants on plantations in 
Yucatan. 


Timber cutting lins been suspended 


on account of the hostile attitude of 
the Santa Cruse Indians, and there is 
much distress among men formerly 
actively employed in mahogany and 
precious woods business and hundreds 
of Jamaican negroes are returning to 
their homes, fearing to stay in the for- 
ests and run the risk of being captured 
by the Indians, who are fierce and 
cruel and given to torturing prisoners. 


The Guatemalan Indians distrust tlie 


hostile Mexican Indians, and refuse to 
receive their refugees in their villages. 
If Belize can prison! the smuggling of 
arms and ammunition to the Mexican 
Indians the revolt will not be kept up 
long, but this Ih difficult.

Gompers the position of Commissioner 
of Arbitration at a salary of .frj.iMM) a 
year, which Mr. Gompers declined, 
though at the lime he was earning less 
than $20 a week at his trade. 


To the Unemployed. 


Starting with the proposition that 


every man ought to have .'in opportun- 
ity to earn an honest living so long as 
There are productive" lands in the con- 
trol of the government, a writer in the 
San Francisco Call has set forth a 
scheme for dealing with the unem- 
ployed. 
Some of its features arc 


unique-. The author outlines his plans 
as follows: "One acre of land can bo 
made to feed bountifully more than 
five adult persons. Five persons work- 
ing three hours a day on an acre can 
bring it to this production. Suppose, 
then. c\?ry county In the State bad a 
farm upon which every one might go 
to earn a temporary living. On 100 
acres ."00 persons could make all they 
could eat. 
San Francisco ought to 


have 1.000 acres. The other counties 
should have from 100 up to. say. ."00 
acres, according to the population. 
This farm should not be in any sense 
a 'poor farm.' There should be no tinc- 
ture of any charity connected with it. 
Any 
man with or without money 


should feel at liberty to go there while 
temnorarily out of "work—nothing more. 
Within a few years these farms would 
bo highly improved and each year 
would see added fertility to the soil. 
Here would be an opportunity offered 
to make an independent living—a liv- 
ing with no shadow of charity to it. 


If any man shall still insist upon 


making a unisance of himself by being 
idle, put him in the chain gang and 
ma'.ie him break rocks on the roads, 
and food him on meal and water—but 
first give the opportunity. We have 
116 right to condemn any man—no right 
to rail any one a tramp or any other 
hard name—until we have given that 
man an opportunity to earn an honest 
living. 


Voluntary Raising of Wages. 


Col. Carroll D. Wright. United States 


Commlsioner of Kabor. says: "I have 
always hold that as soon as manufac- 
turers and the extensive employers of 
labor put into active operation the plan 
of raising the wages of their employes 
the moment that business would war- 
rant such an advance, strikes will be 
pffeotuMly done away with. 
Such a 


course a« is being adopted by scores of 
big manufactories in making a volun- 
tary raise of wages gives the working 
man sound and, reasonable grounds 
for the confidence that he will be hu 
nianely and Justly dealt with. When 
the time comes that the shoe must be 
shifted to the other foot and a-reduc- 
tion of wages becomes necessary, I 
think the workingman will assent to 
Uio cut, feeling that It Is only tenipor 
-ry. nnd thm retimilng prosperity will 
bring him "his share In the vantage 
stround which he f*r the time Iwlng 
•nay have to anrrtndtr." 


HOURS FOR CITY WORK 


lijr Corporation Council Whclen of 


Sew York City. 


Corporation CouiiMl Whalen baa writ* 
en an opinion on the application of the 
Mght-hour law to city employes. The 
iplnion is written in response to lu- 
Itilrles from Commissioner Lantry, of 
he Department of Correction,and from 
lommlssloner Clausen, of the Depart- 
ment of Parks. The questions were: 


(l.i Must the hours of duty of all offl- 


and employes of the various Instl- 


utions be limited to eight per day. 
(2.) At several of the Institutions the 
•mpJoyes receive in addition to thelf 
•salaries board and lodging. On alter- 
late nights they are required to sleep 
it the institution In order to be 011 
land in case of an outbreak Ify the 
irlsoners: that Is. one-half the force 
"very night. 
Should the time that 


those keepers sleep in the Institution 
st night be counted an working time? 


(."..) There are many employes on the 


payrolls of the several institutions who 
jre designated as mechanics, but who 
lot-form duty as keepers, many of 
hem doing iiK-chnnical work only at 
ntorvals. Should these employes re- 
vive "the prevailing rate of wage" in 
addition to their board and lodging? 


Mr. Whalen says that It is apparent 


that the term "employe" as used in the 
labor law refers only to a mechanic, 
workingman or laborers, and therefore 
iocs not apply to ollicors or employes 
of the \arlous institutions who do not 
come within the classes mentioned in 
the act. Therefore, in determining 
whether or not the hours of labor must 
he restricted' to eight, it must be as- 
certained whether the employes under 
consideration are mechanics, working- 
men or laborers. 


As to tlie second question, keepers In 


the institutions me not mechanics, 
iNorkiugmen or laboiors and therefore 
are not embraced within the labor law. 


As to persons appointed as mechan- 


ics, but doing tlie duty of keepers, they 
should do a mechanics' work and n 
coive ;i mechanic's pay, and it Is more 
than doubtful whether, except in the 
case of very great emergency, it is 
lawful to call upon these mechanics to 
1o other than mechanics' works. 


.As to the third question, Mr. Wiialon 


says that the employes appointed as 
mechanics must receive the prevailing 
rate of wages of mechanics, and the 
fact that they are furnished with board 
ind 
lodging does not change the. 


amount which they should receive. 


To Commissioner Clausen Mr. Whnl- 


?n 
writes, 
that the 
term 
''public 


works." as contained in the unaniend- 
pd section, referred clearly to work for 
a municipal corporation, and lie thinks 
the same words "public works." aa 
used in the amendatory act. still re- 
lates 1o such work for a municipal cor- 
poral ion. although the act was so bad- 
U 
drawn as to niake it somewhat 


rloubtlnl. But the spirit if not the let- 
ter of the act certainly requires pay- 
ment of the prevailing rate of wages 
to such mechanics, workingmoii and 
laborers who may be in the city's em- 
ploy. The intention of the act was to 
irotecl the class of citizens who might 
['mil if dltlicult to protect themselves, 
namely, those working by the day. Mr. 
Whalen thinks it is tlie duty of the city 
departments to employ anil pay by the 
day all such employes as are usually 
employed in this manner. 
Whore, 


however, an employe is hired by the 
month or by the year, instead of by 
the day, he does not believe that the 
statutes in its provisions as to the 
number of hours of work or payment 
of the prevailing rate of wages for a 
day's work applies. 


To comply with the law It will be 


necessary to examine into the matter 
nnd to readjust the schedules of pay- 
ment so thai persons whoso duties are 
those of ordinary day laborers, me- 
chanics and workmen shall be em- 
ployed by the day and receive the pre- 
vailing rate of wages for a day's work. 
This will not prevent the payment of 
monthly or yearly salaries to all 
clashes of persons who from the nature 
of their employment arc not usually 
hired by the day, nnd do iiot do work 
which can be measured by a given 
number ol hours.

EIGHT HOUR LAW 


TAKEN PROM AN OFFICIAL MESSAGE 


OF QOV. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


do Glres His Opinion* As to the 


Meaning of the Eight Hour Laws 
—Reports From the Bulletins of 
BfatsachuMtt* liuroau of Statistics. 
The general tendency toward the 


>Ight-hour working day has undoubted- 
ly been healthful and It is wise for the 
Mate to bet a good example us an em- 
ployer of labor, both as to the number 
>( hours of labor exacted and us to 
paying just and reasonable wages. It 
is even more important to reach con- 
tractors who do the State work than to 
the public servants of the State proper. 
Cheapness secured by the employment 
of gaugs of men uudfr-the padrone sys- 
tem is cheapness for which the State 
pays altogether too dearly, for it is ob- 
tained ut the sacrifice of good citizen- 
ship. It is, therefore, just that (lie or- 
dinary employe of the State and of 
contractors who do State work should 
work for but eight hours and should re- 
ceive a rate of \\uges not less than that 
paid for other labor of the same kind 
where the structure is to bo put up, 
this not interfering with the purchase 
of a iinished product. 


Certain needed exceptions must be 


provided for. There are some forms of 
labor \\ here, though the man is em- 
ployed on and off for more tlitm eight 
hours a day, his labor is not continu- 
ous. 
This is notably the case as re- 


gards lock-tenders on the less frequent- 
ed canals. Curiously enough, the U".s 
wink there is to do on a lock, the long- 
er it is necessary to have the normal 
hours for labor. One. of the most thor- 
oughly satisfactory lock-tenders iu the 
State is a woman, the widow ol the 
former lock-tender, whose house is by 
the lock. It is on a canal \\hore woik 
Is not regular, and days may pa«s 
where, all told, she may not work more 
than ;iu hour or two a day. Then will 
tome a day or two when, owing to tlie 
iccideut of a number of boats passing, 
he may work on and off, though not 
ontiimonsly, from light to light. It 
would be, of course, a great injustice 
to her to diminish her compensation 
by providing for a paid substitute to 
:lo her work, and it would be a great 
In.ju'-.tHe to tin" State to pay .such a 
substitute in addition to paying her, 
when all the aggregate of licr work 
rarely roiinires her 
laboring eight 


hours all told, aud never requires her 
laboring eight hours continuously. 


"With a shoveler, a mechanic or any 


other employe who is employed for 
sight hours steadily there is difficulty; 
but both the law as it reads at present 
and the law as it will read after the 
signing of this bill is not framed so 
that Hie case of a look-tender can be 
met under it, save those practically 
continuous. Here the cipht-hour law 
can bound shall be applied; but I shall 
hold, as it has boon held iu the past, 
that in the other places w lie re the 
work Is not continuous, intervals of 
rest continually intervening between 
the Intelvuls of work, the aggregate of 
the time spent per day actually at 
work is to bo included in the eight- 
hour law; in oilier vords, that wo shall 
.not take an. arbitrary stretch of eight 
hours, six of which the man imiy spend 
iu idleness aud call them eight hours' 
work. 


The Elffht Hour Day. 


The labor bulletin of the Massachu- 


setts Bureau of Statistics, which is out, 
says: 


"I'Yom a study of laws in various 


Stales the legal day's labor, winch no 
number of hours i.s specified in the con- 
tract, seems to be tending unmistaka- 
bly toward eight hours. ThH is with- 
out reference to preventing labor in ex- 
cess of a prescribed limit. Though Mr. 
Wadlin. we presume, would scarcely 
deny that agitation for shorter Hours 
has its effect in the" Legislature. 
In 


Georgia, as lately as 1SST>. the legal 
day for persons under twenty-one in 
factories was 1'roia 'sunrise to sunset,' 
with meal times oat. This has now 
been reduced to eleven hours a day. 
In California. Colorado, Connecticut, 
Wisionsln, 
Missouri, Pennsylvania, 


Ohio, New York, Xew Jersey, Idaho, 
Indiana and Wyoming there are oiglit- 
hour laws, with certain restrictions 
and exceptions. In some States other 
hours are legal if so stipulated In the 
contract; farm work is aceptod as in 
Now York, where botli farm and do- 
mestic labor are excepted. In New Jer- 
sey the eight-hour day is legal only on 
election days. 
Maryland has a nine- 


hour law, and there are ten-hour laws, 
in Florida, Maine, Michigan. Minne- 
sota. Nebraska, Xew Hampshire and 
Rhode Island, and Minnesota forbids 
any person under fourteen to labor 
more than ten hours a day. In Massa- 
chusetts for all laborers, workmen and 
mechanics employed by or on behalf 
of the commonwealth of any county or 
municipality the legal day's work is 
nine hours. 


It seems as If every State In the 


Union was tending toward the eight- 
lour day in local restrictions and in all 
w>ints. It lias been proved in England 
:hat minors <an take out in eight hours 
as much as they could before fa ten, or 
leven, and also the men have become 
steadier in their habits. 


However, this is not true in all of 


the foreign countries nor yet every- 
where at home. 


"Those provisions? are made chiefly 


to aid in determining compensation in 
dispute. 
Many States have special 


laws framed on the theory fTiat em- 
ployment beyond a certain limit is in 
•ertain industries, or for certain per- 
sons, as women and minors, detrimen- 
tal to the public welfare. 
In Massa- 


chusetts persons under eighteen and 
women in manufacturing and mechan- 
ical establishments are limited to ton 
hours pop day, or fifty-six hours per 
week, and a limitation of sixty hours 
per week extends to persons under 
Mghtoon in mercantile establishments. 
There is also a provision tnat upon 
street railways the employment of con- 
ductors, drivers and motormen shall 
be limited to ten hours within twelve 
consecutive hours, except that on legal 
holidays, on days when the amount of 
travel Is unusually large nnd in emerg- 
encies, extra service may bo rendered 
for extra pay. Women and minors are 
not allowed to be employed in manu- 
facturing between ton at night and six 
in the morninjf. 
Children under thir- 


teen are not to bo employed in factor- 
ies, stores, or In any Indoor work for 
hlr»» during school hours, nor, if under 
fourteen, unless 1lioy have attended 
ichool for at least thirty weeks."
